Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  record  is  a good  one,  reflecting  favourably  upon  the  health  of 
the  people  of  the  District.  The  birth  rate  is  higher  and  the  death  rate 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  reduced, 
and  is  below  that  for  Durham  County  as  a whole  although  slightly 
above  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  stillbirth  rate  has  fallen  and 
so  has  the  perinatal  mortality  rate.  There  were  again  no  deaths  due  to 
maternal  causes. 

There  was  a low  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  and  no  occurrence  of 
serious  infectious  disease.  There  was  a still  further  apparant  reduction 
in  tuberculosis  only  four  cases  being  notified,  and  no  deaths  being 
recorded  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Housing  continued  to  receive  a great  deal  of  attention — most  of  the 
effort  being  directed  to  removing  slum  properties  and  rehousing  the 
occupants  to  the  infinitely  better  conditions  which  the  housing  estates 
provide.  Improvement  of  existing  properties  was  pursued  also  but  in 
this  District  in  the  present  circumstances  this  cannot  be  on  any  great 
scale.  It  is  hoped  that  this  aspect  of  housing  will  have  increasing  atten- 
tion here  however. 

There  was  a staff  change — we  were  very  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of 
Mr.  K.  Robertshaw,  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  resigned  on  1st 
August,  1965,  upon  securing  a post  elsewhere.  He  had  served  the 
Council  for  8 years  and  gained  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  very 
many  people  with  whom  his  work  brought  him  into  contact. 
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I am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
Ladies  and  Gentelmen  for  your  support  and  encouragement  during  the 
year  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.  The  record 
of  the  work  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  Telford,  is 
incorporated  in  this  report  and  I thank  him  and  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  all  their  efforts  during  what  has  been  a difficult  and 
trying  year.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Area — 8,224  acres.  The  District  consists  of  seven  wards  ; it  borders 
with  the  City  of  Durham,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Durham  and  of 
Lanchester,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Crook  and  Willington. 

Industries — Mainly  coal-mining  and  agriculture. 

Population — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  19,330  a decrease  of  200  from  1964. 

Inhabited  Houses — According  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  is  6,534 


2.  Vital  Statistics. 

Registrar  GeneraVs  Area  Comparability  Factors — These  figures  are 
a means  of  adjusting  the  rates  for  births  and  deaths  so  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  District  is  directly  comparable  with  the  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age  and  sex  is 
concerned.  The  adjusted  rates  are  those  to  be  compared  with  the  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  with  the  similarly  adjusted  rates  for  other 
areas. 

Births — During  the  year  there  were  registered  190  male  births  and 
163  female.  Of  this  total  of  353,  19  were  illegitimate.  There  were  35 
more  births  than  in  1964.  The  birth  rate  adjusted)  of  17.9  is  higher  than 
the  rate  for  last  year  (16.1). 

Table  II  shows  the  Live  and  Still  Birth  Rates  in  comparison  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  and  for  the  Administrative  County  of 
Durham.  Table  III  shows  rates  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Deaths — 204  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  119  males 
and  85  females. 

The  Death  Rate  (adjusted)  of  12.4  is  lower  than  the  similarly  adjusted 
rate  in  the  previous  year.  Tables  II  and  III  show  comparisons  with 
rates  for  County  Durham  and  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Table  IV  shows  the  individual  causes  of  death.  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  accounted  for  about  40%  and  Cancer  for  about 
7%  of  the  deaths  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1964  were 
44%  and  16%. 


Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  five  deaths,  all 
males.  The  corresponding  figures  over  the  past  years  were : —

The  figures  indicate  clearly  that  the  disease  affects  males  especially. 
Throughout  the  country  there  continues  to  be  recorded  an  increase  in 
this  cause  of  death.  While  there  may  be  several  factors  influencing  this 
increase,  there  has  been  demonstrated  a close  relationship  with  cigarette 
smoking. 

Infant  Mortality — (Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age). 
Seven  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  (as  did  seven  last 
year)  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  19.8. 

The  rate  for  Durham  County  for  1965  is  20.6  and  for  England  and 
Wales  19.0. 

Too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate  because 
the  numbers  involved  each  year  are  small.  Reference  to  Table  III  shows 
that  the  general  trend  over  the  years  is  downwards.

Of  the  7 children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  4 were 

less  than  four  weeks  old.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  is  11.3  (in 
England  and  Wales  it  is  13.1). 

The  stillbirth  rate  (19.4)  is  slightly  above  the  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  Durham  County. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  is  held  to  be  a fairly  sensitive  indicator 
of  the  general  social  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area  to  which  it  relates, 
being  affected  by  such  factors  as  housing,  sanitary  conditions  generally. 
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nutrition,  and  even  climate.  As  such  it  merits  close  and  continuing 
scrutiny.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  the  total  still  births  and  deaths 
in  the  first  week  of  life,  per  thousand  total  births  and  for  the  year  under 
review  is  27.7.

This  was  the  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Chiropody  Clinics  foi 
old  people  which  were  established,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Counci'., 
at  the  two  centres  in  the  District,  Brandon  and  Esh  Winning  and  the 
fourth  year  of  operation  for  the  Chiropody  Clinic  at  New  Brancepeth. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  furnished  the  equipment  and 
provides  the  help  necessary  in  running  the  clinics. 

In  each  case  two  sessions  are  held  per  week,  eight  patients  being 
treated  at  each  session.

Comment. 

The  three  Chiropody  Clinics  continue  to  render  excellent  service  as 
the  figures  show.  The  Durham  County  Council,  as  local  health 
authority,  accept  responsibility  for  the  financial  aspects  of  the  scheme. 


9.  Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during  1957  has  the  aim  of  help- 
ing elderly  sick  people  in  the  Area.  It  is  provided  by  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health  Authority 
acting  in  conjunction. 
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Mrs.  Grime  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  who  continues  to 
undertake  the  administration  and  control  of  this  service^  advises  me  that 
13  households  (in  the  area  of  the  three  districts)  were  being  served  at 
the  beginning  of  1965  and  there  were  14  households  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  service  continues  to  be  a most  useful  one  and  as  with  so  many 
services  for  the  elderly,  many  of  the  old  people  who  benefit  from  it, 
welcome  not  only  the  service  but  the  fact  of  the  regular  visit  for  laundry 
collection.  This  is  some  relief  to  their  loneliness. 


10.  Meals  on  Wheels. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  elderly  people  in  the  District 
operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  on  behalf  of  the  Coimcil, 
which  had  commenced  in  1962,  continued  to  operate  well  throughout 
the  year. 

It  provided  hot  mid-day  meals  on  two  days  a week  to  36  persons  at 
a cost  of  1/-  for  each  meal.  The  meals  are  obtained  at  two  factory 
canteens  in  Langley  Moor  (Messrs.  Hirst  and  Thackway  and  Messrs. 
Morley).  One  of  the  Council’s  vans  is  used  to  distribute  the  meals. 

Durham  County  Council  contributed  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  equip- 
ment initially  and  contributes  50%  of  the  operating  costs,  the  other 
50%  being  borne  by  this  Council. 

In  order  that  the  scheme  should  work  to  best  advantage  it  is  necessary 
for  this  office  to  be  informed  of  the  names  of  all  old  persons  whom  it 
might  be  thought  could  participate.  Only  in  this  way  is  it  possible  for 
the  most  needy  to  be  selected — itself  quite  a task  sometimes  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  assessing  degrees  of  “need”  in  such  circumstances.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Table  VIII  shows  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  fifteen  cases  notified  compared  with  twenty-six  in  the 
previous  year.  Only  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  25  cases  notified  (15  in  1964).  None  were  admitted  to 
hospital  and  no  deaths  were  assigned  to  this  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued,  at  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  at  clinic  sessions  held  in  these  centres  and  in 
schools,  and  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  under 
their  own  arrangements.

Measles. 

207  cases  were  notified,  as  against  127  last  year.  The  cases  were,  in 
the  main,  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  the 
disease. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  eleventh  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  in  the 
District. 

Table  X shows,  with  other  information,  the  number  immunised  in 
the  District  during  the  year. 
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The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by  post 
when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further  propaganda 
regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched  when 
children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months.  All 
such  propaganda  gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

Dysentery. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  4 compared  with  9 in  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  4 cases  notified,  2 were  of  the  pulmonary  form.  Table  XI 
shows  the  distribution  of  age  groups.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease.  Table  XII  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  and  deaths  over  the 
previous  ten  years. 

These  figures  are  satisfactory  and  the  table  appears  to  illustrate  a 
downward  trend  over  the  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  school  children  over  the 
age  of  eleven  years  attending  schools  in  the  District  was  continued 
during  the  year.  The  Heaf  Multiple  Puncture  Skin  Test  was  used.  The 
following  table  shows  the  numbers  involved.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  activities  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year,  1965. 

The  work  of  the  department  was  seriously  affected  following  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  K.  Robertshaw,  Public  Health  Inspector,  in  July. 
This  meant  that  only  the  essential  duties  could  be  undertaken  during 
the  second  half  of  the  year  as  I had  no  qualified  assistance.  The  main 
services  of  Public  Health,  Meat  Inspection  and  Public  Cleansing  have 
been  maintained,  but  other  matters  and  routine  inspections  have 
suffered.  The  duties  of  Housing  Officer  were  also  carried  out  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  J.  G.  Bulmer. 

Slum  Clearance  has  continued,  66  families  were  rehoused  during  the 
year.  The  Browney  Clearance  Area  No.  14  for  60  houses  was  confirmed 
without  modification  and  another  area  of  101  houses  at  Littleburn  has 
been  prepared. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  100%  meat  inspection  was  maintained, 
thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  Durham  Rural  District  Council  in 
assisting  during  my  absence  on  holiday. 

The  public  cleansing  service  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the 
year,  although  some  temporary  delays  were  unavoidable  in  March  and 
November  through  heavy  snow  storms. 

This  has  been  a difficult  year  but  as  a result  of  willing  co-operation 
and  personal  efforts  of  each  member  of  the  staff,  the  main  functions 
have  been  maintained.

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1.  Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  supplied  chiefly  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board 
and  a small  area  by  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company. 
These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  year. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Wildsmith,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating  to  water 
supply:— 

The  consumption  of  water  in  the  Board’s  area  again  showed  an 
increase  in  the  year  under  review.  The  unmetered  consumption  now 
amounts  to  26.33  gallons  per  head  per  day  and  metered  consumption 
13.773  a total  of  40.10  gallons  a day  for  each  of  the  410,000  consumers  in 
the  Board’s  area  of  supply.  (38.44  in  the  previous  year.) 

During  the  past  year  the  rainfall  has  been  from  20%  to  40%  above 
average  and  there  have  been  no  anxieties  regarding  the  stocks  of  water 
in  the  impounding  reservoirs.

In  addition,  under  improvement  grants,  some  schemes  have  included 
the  removal  of  the  ashcloset  and  the  provision  of  an  internal  watercloset. 
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3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Esh  Winning  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

This  Joint  Scheme  (Lanchester  R.D.C.  and  Brandon  and  Byshottles 
U.D.C.)  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment for  consideration  and  approval  in  principle.  On  the  8th  March, 
1963,  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry,  visited  the  area  and 
carried  out  an  investigation  of  this  scheme.  On  the  16th  April,  1963, 
the  Ministry  approved,  in  principle,  the  joint  proposals  for  improving 
the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
Deerness  Valley. 

Approval  of  the  Scheme  costing  £179,000  was  given  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Governm^ent  on  28th  April,  1965,  and  work  was 
commenced  on  9th  August,  1965. 

4.  Slum  Clearance. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  continues  but  progress  is 
governed  by  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  for  rehousing. 

The  Council  are  building  one-bedroomed  and  two-bedroomed 
bungalows  for  rehousing  purposes  and  families  requiring  large  houses 
are  accommodated  by  a voluntary  exchange  scheme.  In  this  scheme 
elderly  people  in  particular,  whose  families  have  left  home  leaving  the 
house  underoccupied,  are  given  the  tenancy  of  a new  bungalow  and  the 
family  house  is  used  to  rehouse  a suitable  family  from  Slum  Clearance. 

A total  of  66  families  have  been  rehoused  from  unfit  houses  during  the 
year. 

Rehousing  from  the  Langley  Moor  Clearance  Area  No.  13  was 
completed  during  the  year. 

The  Browney  Colliery,  Office  Street,  Middle  Street,  Clearance  Area 
No.  14,  for  60  houses  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  confirmed 
without  modification. 

A further  area  of  101  houses,  the  Littleburn  Clearance  Area  No.  15 
has  been  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

41  Individual  Unfit  Houses  were  dealt  with  and  orders  made  as 
follows  : —

Back-to-Back  Houses. 

Owners  of  back-to-back  houses,  which  are  structurally  sound  are 
being  encouraged  to  convert  them  to  through  ventilation  and  provide 
amenities  with  grant  aid.  During  the  year  a number  of  these  have  been 
converted  into  self-contained  houses. 
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5.  Council  Houses. 

Seven  1.5  bedroomed  Bungalows,  and  forty-two  two  bedroomed 
bungalows  were  built  during  the  year  for  the  re-housing  of  families 
from  unfit  houses.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  direct 
labour  force  under  the  direction  of  F.  Hedley,  Esq.,  A.R.I.B.A., 
Architect/Surveyor  to  the  Council.

10.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

This  Act  has  further  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Health  Department 
which  is  also  responsible  for  Public  Cleansing  and  Housing  duties.  The 
Urban  Area  has  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  for  a period  I was 
without  a deputy,  consequently  the  time  available  for  inspections  under 
this  Act  was  limited. 
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However^  the  local  position  is  fairly  straightforward  in  so  far  that  in 
this  district  the  majority  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  and 
administrated  by  the  Local  Authority  are  chiefly  shops  with  offices  in  a 
minority. 

The  total  number  of  retail  shops  is  probably  three  or  four  times  the 
number  registered  but  in  this  area  the  small  family  shop  is  the  rule 
more  than  the  exception^  and  these  are  exempt. 

Inspections  that  have  been  carried  out  so  far,  show  that  the  standard 
generally  is  fairly  good  and  employers  have  readily  co-operated  in 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  when  notified. 

A shortcoming  of  the  Act  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  exclusion  of  staff 
employed  in  Working  Men’s  Clubs  as  these  have  no  protection.  To  a 
certain  extent  they  can  be  assisted  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  but 
I feel  that  they  could  usefully  be  included  in  the  Act.  This,  then  would 
also  include  the  paid  entertainers  who  appear  several  times  weekly. 

In  this  small  area  alone  there  are  at  least  ten  clubs  each  of  whose 
membership  is  in  excess  of  750. 

Seven  non-fatal  accident  reports  were  received,  and  the  necessary 
investigations  carried  out,  and  reported  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 


11.  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

Colliery  Spoil  Bank,  Brandon. 

This  heap  continued  to  burn  and  the  National  Coal  Board  tried  stone 
dust,  and  water  sprays,  without  success.  After  several  consultations,  a 
Contractor  has  been  engaged  and  commenced  removing  this  heap 
which  will  eventually  remedy  this  nuisance. 


12.  Private  Swimming  Pool. 

Fill-and-Empty  Swimming  Baths,  Lymington,  Esh  Winning. 

The  bath  continued  to  operate  successfully  during  the  year  and 
limited  classes  o f school  children  were  admitted,  under  the  supervision 
of  their  schoolmasters. 
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13.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.

Premises  where  food  is  manufactured,  prepared,  sold  or  distributed 
have  been  visited  as  often  as  possible.  During  these  visits  special 
attention  was  given  to  the  handling  of  open  food,  and  informal  advice  on 
practices  to  conform  to  the  Hygiene  Regulations  has  been  well  received 
by  the  owners.

{k)  Milk  Supply. 

The  County  Council  are  the  responsible  authority  for  the  issue  of 
milk  licences.  The  County  Inspectors  regularly  take  samples  of  milk 
and  consequently  no  sampling  has  been  done  by  this  authority. 

By  courtesy  of  the  County  Council  Public  Health  Inspector,  the 
following  summary  of  results  of  the  testing  of  samples  taken  in  this 
area  is  included: — 

115  samples  were  tested,  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

14.  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964. 

The  above  act  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1965,  and  during  the 
year  18  Certificates  of  Registration  have  been  issued.  14  of  these  have  a 
scrap  metal  store  and  4 are  itinerate  collectors. 

15.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household,  shop  and  factory  refuse, 
the  collection,  sorting  and  baling  of  salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour.  All  household  refuse  is  cleared  every 
seven  days,  and  in  some  cases,  twice  per  week. 
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The  issue  of  concessionary  coal  to  the  miners  in  the  area  adds  to  the 
refuse  collection.  Considerable  amounts  of  stone  splints  are  delivered 
with  this  coal  which  is  left  for  the  refuse  collector  to  clear  away.  This 
increases  the  wieght  of  refuse  considerably  with  additional  cost. 

On  the  3rd  August,  1965,  the  Durham  County  Council  Act,  1963, 
came  into  force.  Under  Section  24  it  is  an  offence  to  cause  an  obstruction 
by  depositing  coal,  coke  or  wood  or  debris  resulting  therefrom  on  a 
highway.  Consequently  the  National  Coal  Board  have  had  to  revise 
their  system  of  delivery  of  concessionary  coal  and  bagged  coal  of  a better 
class  is  now  being  supplied  and  it  is  hoped  this  will  eliminate  accumu- 
lations of  stone  splints.

16.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

(a)  Vermin  Control. 

82  visits  were  made  to  houses,  schools,  business  premises,  etc.,  in 
connection  with  the  control  and  eradication  of  insect  infestations. 

A number  of  complaints  were  again  received  of  houses  affected  with 
bryobia  praetiosa  (clover  mite),  on  the  new  housing  estates. 

{b)  Rodent  Control. 

The  Public  Cleansing  General  Foreman  also  acts  as  part-time 
Rodent  Operator,  and  for  the  twice  yearly  sewer  treatments  is  assisted 
by  other  workmen  transferred  to  this  work. 

Disinfestations  at  private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge, 
but  business  premises  are  charged  actual  labour  and  materials,  costs 
plus  an  administration  charge. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  instruc- 
tions, maintenance  treatments  to  the  sewers  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  A total  of  101  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison  takes 
were  shown  in  28. 
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The  tollowing  is  a summary  of  rodent  control  work  carried  out 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1965,  as  per  Ministry
